i  have  the  honour  to  present  m\'  10th  Annual  Report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  Keswick  Urban  District  Council. 
Births  remain  at  much  the  same  level,  but  it  is  sad  to  relate 
a  maternal  death  classified  as  due  to  pregnancy,  child  birth, 
or  abortion. 

Total  cancer  deaths  showed  a  large  increase,  this  being 
mainly  due  to  lesions  of  the  lungs  and  alimentary  canal. 

The  death  from  leukaemia  has  no  environmental  sig¬ 
nificance. 

It  is  gratifying  that  once  again,  in  a  district  concerned 

with  the  tourist  industrv.  there  have  not  been  anv  outbreaks 

✓  ✓ 

of  food  poisoning  or  associated  illnesses. 

The  second  part  of  this  report  has  been  prepared  by  Mr. 
Lusher  and  shows  the  work  undertaken  and  efficiently  carried 
out  by  his  department  during  the  year. 

I  would  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and 
help  which  I  have  received  from  him  at  all  times  and  would 
express  my  thanks  for  the  help  given  me  by  the  Clerk  and  has 
staff  and  the  continued  kindness  and  helpfulness  of  the 
members  of  the  Council.

The  Tables  of  Vital  Statistics  are  set  out  below,  showing  birth 
rates,  death  rates  and  rates  for  maternal  and  infantile  mortality. 

Crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  corrected  by  means  of  an 
.\rea  Comparability  Factor  supplied  each  year  by  the  Registrar 
Ceneral.  They  allow  for  varying  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
population  in  different  areas  and  enable  comparisons  to  be  made 
with  figures  for  other  areas. 

This  year  the  factor  for  births  is  1.12  and  for  deaths  0.83. 
The  total  live  births  were  61.  This  corresponds  to  a  birth  rate  of 
13.8  per  thousand  of  the  population  (15.4  corrected),  compared 
with  13.7  in  1963.  Eight  of  the  births  were  illegitimate. 

There  were  2  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age,  giving  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  32.8.  There  was  one  still  birth. 

There  was  one  death  due  to  pregnancy  and  childbirth,  but 
no  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 

Deaths  at  all  ages  were  85,  an  increase  of  4  on  1963. 

Deaths  from  cancer  increased  from  7  in  1963  to  15  in  1964.

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

Immunisation  against  these  diseases  is  usually  combined  by  means  of 
i  triple  vaccine,  and  during  the  year  114  children  completed  a  full  course 
of  three  injections.  Booster  doses  were  given  to  33  children. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

The  figures  show  those  having  had  2  injections  of  Salk  Vaccine,  those 
having  completed  a  course  of  three,  and  a  selected  age  group  of  all 
school  children  thought  to  be  at  special  risk  between  the  ages  of  6  and 
12  years.  Ail  protection  now  is  by  means  of  the  Sabin  oral  vaccine. 

B.C.G.  Tuberculosis. 

Mantoux  skin  testing  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  continued  in  1964, 
the  age  groups  being  those  born  in  1950  and  1951.  The  table  gives  detailed 
figures.  178  children  were  tested  and  15  (11.8%)  were  found  to  be  positive 
reactors. 

The  remaining  161  negative  reactors  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination. 
This  figure  of  11.8%  for  positive  reactors  shows  a  welcome  decrease  and 
in  keeping  with  the  average  for  the  county  as  a  whole. 

Smallpox. 

A  total  of  7  vaccinations  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  the 
majority  being  in  infants.

Sanitary  Circumstances  ot  the  Area 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  from  the  ghylls  was  ample  at  all  times  and  no  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  maintaining  supplies. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  continued  their  work  in  the  preparation  of 
a  scheme  to  be  undertaken  jointly  with  the  West  Cumberland  Water 
Board,  for  the  improvement  of  the  water  supplies  in  Keswick  and 
adjoining  parishes. 

33  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year,  .32 
of  which  were  regarded  by  the  analyst  as  highly  satisfactory. 

All  houses  in  the  district  now  have  a  water  supply  inside  the  house. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  work  on  the  re-construction  and  improvement  of  the  Sewage 
Works  continued  and  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  at  the  end  of  this 
year.  There  are  signs,  however,  that  the  time  schedule  is  not  being 
maintained. 

The  sewers  generally  in  the  district  are  adequate  and  give  very  little 
trouble.  The  sewers  are  arranged  on  a  combined  system  with  no  separate 
storm  water  drains.  During  times  of  storm  the  main  sewers  are  heavily 
surcharged  with  surface  water  and  as  more  development  takes  place  it 
will  become  necessary  either  to  enlarge  the  trunk  sewers  or  to  take  steps 
to  reduce  the  amount  of  surface  water  entering  them. 
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Scavenging  and  Removal  of  Refuse 


Three  Karrier  Bantam  refuse  wagons  are  employed  but  two  of  these 
are  used  part  time  on  other  work. 

Very  few  complaints  are  received  and  this  service  is  generally 
satisfactory. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and  a  full  time  attendant 
]s  in  charge  of  the  refuse  tip.  A  small  bulldozer  is  provided  and  this  is 
a  great  help  in  securing  better  compaction  and  more  effective  covering 
of  the  refuse. 

The  salvage  of  paper  and  cardboard  was  continued  during  the  year 
.jiid  comparative  figures  of  sales  in  the  past  five  years  are  as  follows  : — 

1960  171  tons  sold  for  £1,196 

1961  175  tons  sold  for  £1,213 

1962  156  tons  sold  for  £963 

1963  162  tons  sold  for  £973 

1964  133  tons  sold  for  £807 

The  price  paid  for  paper  was  increased  from  £6  to  £6-10-0d.  per  ton 
Ti  November.  1964.

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THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  came  into  force 
during  the  year  and  the  following  is  a  report  of  the  work  done  in 
connection  with  this  : — 

The  preliminary  survey  under  the  above  Act  has  now  been  com¬ 
pleted  with  the  exception  of  premises  undergoing  alteration,  some  closed 
for  the  season  and  several  places  the  owners  of  which  have  been  slow 
in  registering.  To  date  161  premises  have  been  registered.  Lists  of 
defects  or  points  of  non  compliance  have  been  handed  to  the  persons 
responsible. 

These  points  include  the  following  ; — 

38  premises  need  running  warm  or  hot  water. 

56  thermometers  are  required. 

62  first  aid  boxes  are  required. 

70  handrail  and  safety  rails  need  to  be  fitted. 

10  premises  have  toilet  facilities  which  could  be  improved. 

6  premises  need  better  washing  facilities. 

8  machines  need  additional  guards. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  42  miscellaneous  requirements  have  been 
requested.  These  include  several  which  are  desirable  from  the  hygiene 
point  of  view,  apart  from  being  necessary  for  compliance  with  the  Act. 

In  general  full  co-operation  has  been  given  from  the  various  people 
responsible  for  the  staffs  and  premises.  Many  have  expressed  their 
satisfaction  with  the  aim  of  the  legislation. 

By  and  large  as  would  be  expected  in  a  residential  town  like 
Keswick,  a  good  standard  is  general.  The  exceptions,  however,  do  justify 
in  my  opinion,  the  improvements  necessary. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  568  persons  are  employed  in  premises 
covered  by  these  regulations.  369  women  and  199  men.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  employees  undertake  treatment  as  recommended.  The 
sewers  were  treated  several  times  during  the  year.  Treatments  were  also 
carried  out  at  11  private  houses. 

The  refuse  tip  is  sited  very  close  to  the  Council’s  Derwentwater 
Caravan  and  Camping  Sites  and  pest  control  is  therefore  very  important 
in  this  area.  The  Council  engaged  Messrs.  Rentokil  Laboratories  Ltd., 
with  a  Contract  to  deal  with  rats  and  flies  and  these  pests  were  kept  well 
under  control  during  the  year.

CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  four  licensed  caravan  .sites  in  the  district  and  these  were 
inspected  on  many  occasions. 

The  Derwentwater  Caravan  Site  which  is  being  developed  by  the 
Council  continued  to  operate  successfully.  A  further  extension  to  this 
Caravan  Site  was  prepared  during  the  year  consisting  of  an  additional 
30  caravan  sites  with  a  nevv^  sanitary  block.  This  sanitary  block  is  to 
be  constructed  to  a  good  standard  and  as  the  land  on  which  it  is  to  be 
sited  consists  of  an  old  refuse  tip,  the  building  will  be  in  the  form  of 
a  steel  frame  with  the  staunchions  being  carried  down  about  nine  feet 
below  the  floor  level  to  a  solid  foundation.  All  the  drains  are  to  be 
carried  on  reinforced  concrete  beams  supported  by  these  staunchions. 
The  drainage  from  the  Sanitary  block  will  be  taken  to  a  septic  tank  and 
the  effluent  will  be  pumped  through  a  3”  P.V.C.  main  to  the  main 
sewerage  system. 


CAMPING  SITE 

The  Derwentwater  Camping  Site  continued  to  operate  successfully 
and  a  further  extension  to  the  toilet  block  was  carried  out.  The  block 
now  contains  10  water  closets,  4  showers,  12  wash  basins,  drying  room, 
and  laundry  for  females ;  and  7  water  closets,  urinal  accommodation,  4 
showers,  11  wash  basins  and  drying  room  for  males. 

The  septic  tank  taking  the  drainage  from  this  site  was  modified  and 
a  3”  P.V.C.  rising  main  was  laid  from  a  small  pumping  station  built  over 
the  septic  tank  to  the  Council’s  main  sewerage  system.  The  effluent  from 
this  tank  is  pumped  through  this  main  and  the  main  has  been  designed 
to  take  the  effluent  from  all  further  extensions  to  the  Caravan  and 
Camping  Sites. 
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Housing 

13  privately  owned  houses  were  built  in  1964. 

FLATS  AT  THE  HEADLANDS 

Tenders  were  accepted  for  the  erection  of  42  flats  on  the  disused 
allotments  at  the  Headlands  in  the  sum  of  £77,935  and  work  was  com¬ 
menced  on  this  project. 

DERWENT  CLOSE  FLATLETS 

The  20  aged  persons  flatlets  at  Derwent  Close  continued  to  serve  a 
\ery  useful  purpose. 

The  Council  own  a  total  of  366  houses,  of  which  235  are  post  war 
houses. 


Improvement  Grants 

11  applications  were  received  for  Improvement  Grants  and  Grants 
were  made  in  all  cases.  All  the  applications  were  in  respect  of  owner 
occupied  premises. 

This  is  a  reduction  of  10  applications  over  last  year’s  figure. 

Kent  Act,  1957 

No  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  and  no 
action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  Act. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

20  milk  samples  were  submitted  to  the  analyst. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960,  the  duty  to 
licence  dealers  for  bottling  or  dealing  in  milk  of  any  special  designation 
was  transferred  to  County  Councils. 

Under  a  local  arrangement  made  in  this  County,  the  inspection  work 
will  still  be  carried  out  by  the  local  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  20  such 
inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  in  the  Urban  District,  all  meat  is 
transported  from  abattoirs  outside  the  district. 
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The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  food  stuffs  for  which  certificates 
of  unsoundness  W’ere  issued  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

297  lbs.  Cooked  Meat,  100  Sausages,  22  Fish  Cakes,  and  129  tins  of 
various  foods.  These  food  stuffs  were  removed  by  the  refuse  collectors 
and  buried  at  the  refuse  tip. 

BAKEHOUSES — There  are  five  in  existence.  As  usual  all  these  premises 

were  periodically  inspected.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 

The  work  of  inspection  of  food  premises  continued  during  the  year. 
During  the  year  a  report  was  made  to  the  Council  on  conditions  at  12 
cafes  in  the  town.  As  a  result  of  this  letters  were  written  to  the  owners  in 
S  cases  drawing  attention  to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  requiring 
owners  to  co-operate  with  the  Council  in  securing  a  better  standard  of 
food  hygiene.  In  the  case  of  one  food  premises  legal  action  was  taken 
and  the  case  was  brought  before  the  Court  on  the  23rd  October,  1964, 
when  fines  totalling  £55  plus  costs  were  imposed  and  the  caterer  was 
disqualified  from  participating  in  the  management  of  a  catering  business 
for  two  years. 
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
